several m onths to develop plans 
for an industrial park in the 
county.

determ ine if the county did. in 
fact, need an industrial park 
The location of the park was the 
second task. During the course 
of their study and investigation, 
they concluded that this county 
does need an industrial park and 
that the park should be located 
as close to the City of Rushville 
as possible to take advantage of 
city w ater and sewer lines and 
city police and fire protection 
There a re 
several 
mi sc on 


ceptm ns. however, about what 
an industrial park really is. 


An industrial park is an area 
set aside tor orderly industrial 
expansion in a community 
A 
m inim um size is at 
least 50 
acres. But it is m ore than just a 
large open area To be called an 
industrial park, the area must 
Im* developed to meet the basic 
needs of industries Wafer and 
sew er lines must be as close to 
the property as possible; streets 
and highw ays must be close by; 
electric power must be adjacent 
to the property; rail must be 
easily accessible, and perhaps 
most im portantly, the land itself 
must be such that it will support 


buildings without their sinking 
into the ground 
In other words, a soybean 
field in the middle of nowhere is 
not an industrial site or in­ 
dustrial park 
The term “ industrial p ark " 
comes from the fact that the 
area usually contains enough 
acreag e for several industries 
Another im portant element is 
correct zoning for industry. The 
area to he developed as an in­ 
dustrial park m ust be zoned for 
that purpose 
There art* good reasons for the 
development of an industrial 
park here When the tacts are 
laced, most other com munities 
already have industrial parks, 


and if this county 
is to be 
competitive, it must, at least, 
keep up with the competiton 
laical ow nership of an industrial

W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) - If, 
as it appears, the recession has 
bottomed out. bottoms up! A 
toast to the economic jitters 
that helped bring us through. 
Next time we m ay not be so 
lucky. 
There is cu rren tly underway 
in the U.S. Congress a move to 
terminate four national emer­ 
gencies that have gripped the 
republic for periods as long as 
43 years. 
These 
em ergencies 
would 
remain in existence for two 
years after the proposed repeal 
legislation was passed. Which is 
less risky than outright repeal. 
Even so, 
enactm ent 
of the 
measure would amount to a 
stroke of 
rashness 
in 
these 
troubled times. 
While it m ay appear to the 
untrained eye that the emer­ 
gencies are safely over, I, for 
one, am unwilling to take that 
gamble. 
Consider, for 
example, the 
national em ergency proclaimed 
on March 23, 1970, because of a 
Post Office strike. The strike 
has ended, 
true, 
but 
would 
anyone seriously 
argue that 
mail service is not still at a 
crisis point'’ 
Termination 
of 
the 
1950 
Korean 
war 
emergency 
is 
another impetuous provision in 
the 
bill 
G ranted 
that 
the 
Korean truce has lasted almost 
a quarter of a century. That, 


however, is just long enough to 
lull us into a false sense of 
security. 
I ’ll feel better if we rem ain 
on em ergency footing for at 
least another decade 
As for the national emergen­ 
cy to deal with 1971 balance of 
paym ent problems, it may very 
well have run its course by the 
time it officially expires in 1977 
All 
I can say is, why take 
chances? 
If nothing else, continuation 
of the em ergency serves to 
keep us on the alert And with 
the 
in tern atio n al 
m onetary 
situation as volatile as it is, this 
is 
no 
time 
to 
relax 
our 
vigilance. 
None of the above, however, 
represents my major concern. 
My m ain worry arises from the 
prospective termination of the 
national emergency that Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
declared 
in 
March of 1933 to deal with the 
Great Depression. 


Citizens too young to remem­ 
ber those bleak days might 
conclude that after 30 years of 
nearly unbroken prosperity th? 
exigencies that galvanized F D R 
have abated somewhat.

In that regard it is well to 
keep in mind that recessions 
have occurred with ominous 
frequency. 
Thus 
far, 
for­ 
tunately, all have been relative­ 
ly short-lived, including the one 
that hit last winter
